Long before the beginning of the fes­ 
tiv a l hera lds went forth, first through 
Ells, thence throughout Greece, to pro­ 
cla im a truce, during which a ll fight­ 
ing between city a nd city, sta te a nd 
sta te, would cea se, so a s to a llow a 
whole month of pea ce, during which the

in his use of precious m eta l. 
For the 
rest, a s a pla ce protected by its spe­ 
cia l sa nctify, the A ltis conta ined the 
trea sure houses of ma ny of the Hellenic 
sta te's. 
No pa ins were spa red to prev ent the 
entra nce of 
a ny com petitors In the 
ga m es who should by la ck of cha ra cter 
or piety profa ne the religious na ture of 
the festiv a l or of the ha llowed ground 
upon which It wa s celebra ted. The first

ma nner. 
Then, you should not bend your body 
ov er, in the fa ncied belief tha t such a 
position will lighten the work.

Mogric La ntern Picture» . 
It is sa id tha t a n ingenious French­ 
ma n ha s inv ented a dev ice by which» 
m a gic la ntern pictures ma y he ma de to- 
a ppea r “ in the round" a s they do when 
looked a t in a stereoscope. 
The prin­ 
ciple of tin* stereoscope, you know, is. 
the pla cing of two pictures side by side, 
one ta ken a s seen by the right eye,, 
a nd the other a s seen by the left. 
The* 
lenses of the instrum ent a re so a r­ 
ra nged tha t they ca rry the two picture» 
to the eye a s one, thus ma king the 
object a ppea r solid, a s it a ppea rs in» 
life.

so the other fish ma y not she. 
T he Eskimo women of Ala ska nev er 
sew w hile the men a re fishing, a nd 
should a ny mending be impera tiv e they 
do it shut up in little tents out of 
sight of the sea . 
Under no circumsta nces on the north­ 
ea st coa st of Scotla nd will a fisherma n 
a t sea mention eertuip objects on la nd, 
such a s “ minister,” 
“ kirk,” 
“ swine," 
“ dog,” etc., a nd the line will surely l>e 
lost If a pig is seen w hile ha lting i t 
As on the la nd, chickens m ust not be 
counted until they a re ha tched, so 
seu fish must not be counted until they 
a re a ll ca ught. 
It is good luck to find 
mice nibbling a mong the nets; a horse­ 
shoe na iled to the m a st will help, a nd a 
herring ca ught a nd sa lted down will 
produce wonders.

DAVID KINDNESS TO JONATHAN S SON.

GOLDEN T E X T :- And be ye kind one to another, tenderhearted, 
I forgiving one an o th er.—Eph. 4: 32. 


Our lesson today has for its topic 
the covenant with David concerning 
the kingdom, the third unconditional 
covenant iii Scripture. 
A covenant 
generally has two parties to it, and if 
either party fails 
the 
m atter falls 
through. 
But on three different occa­ 
sions God promised for His own sake 
to do certain things without binding 
man to anything on his part, and be­ 
cause of His faithfulness these cove­ 
nants stand, and Isa. xiv, 24, will ap­ 
ply to each of them, “The Lord of 
Hosts hath sworn, saying. Surely as I 
have thought so shall it come to pass, 
. and as I have purpose so shall it stand.” 
The first was with Noah concerning 
the earth, the second with Abraham 
concerning the land and his seed and 
this third one with David concerning 
the throne and the kingdom, to be es­ 
tablished forever. 
T hat we may look 
beyond David and Solomon to the 
everlasting kingdom 
of 
which 
God 
spake notice Acts ii, 30. where we 
learn that David knew that God spake 
to Him of the Messiah, who, raised 
from the dead, would sit on his throne. 
Although our lessons will continuo 
for a few weeks yet In Samuel, we are 
asked to turn to Chronicles for this 
lesson. 
It matters little, as JI Sam. 
vll and I Chron, xvii are almost word 
for word identical. 
The two chap­ 
ters should be carefully compared. 
A 
sentence at the beginning of the Sam- j 
uel chapter should be given special at­ 
tention, “The Lord 
had given him I 
rest round about from all his ene­ 
mies.” 
Compare I Chron, xxii, 9. IS; I 
xxiii, 25; I Kings v, 4; Matt. xt. 28, 29. 
and other verses on the rest and peace 
and quietness which the Lord alone | 
can give, but which He loves to give I 
to all who truly come to Him. 
Ps. II 
xviii should be read carefully, for see ; 
its title. 
Neither prophets nor apos­ 
tles have always the mind of the Lord, i 
but sometimes speak from themselves 
their own thoughts, as when the disci­ 
ples found fault with Mary of Beth­ 
any. 
See also Jer. xxiii, 15, 17. 21. 
22, etc. 
Preachers are often tempted 
to agree with those to whom they are 
indebted for favors or position. 
Na­ 
than’s “Do nil that is in thine heart, 
for God is with thee,” was not of God, 
for that same night a different mes­ 
sage came from God to N athan for Da­ 
vid. and that message is our lesson 
portion. 
Both David and N athan were 
truly the Lord’s servants, but even 
such need to remember Isa. Iv, 8, 9. 
The thought of a habitation on earth 
for God is seen in Ex. xv, 2, and is 
indorsed by God in Ex. xxv, 8, but Ile 
had been content to dwell in a tent 
among them and had not yet spoken 
cf any more permanent dwelling. 
The 


time for such had not fully come, but 
later we shall see that Ile gave to 
David by Ills Spirit the plans for the 
temple and permitted him to provide 
very largely for It (I Chron, xxv iii, ll, 
12, 19; xxlx, 1-S). In the Lord’s service 
all must be of Him—time, place, cir­ 
cumstances, provision, all. 
We need 
to remember in what condition Ile 
found us and to w hat He had raised 
us and His purpose concerning us in 
order that we may walk worthy of 
Him (verses 7-9; see also Ps. xl, 1-3; 
Eph. ii, 4-10; v, I, 2; Horn. xii, I, 2). 
The words in verse 9 of our lesson 
concerning the place and the planting 
point us onward to the one thing that 
God says Ile will do with all His heart 
and soul at the time of the kingdom 
(Jer. xxxii, 41). 
See also the quietness 
and assurance th at shall be forever 
when Ile doeth this (Isa. xxxii, 17. 18). 
We have seen at the beginning of our 
lesson that the seed of David here 
spoken of was not Solomon, but Jesus 
Christ raised from the dead, for only 
an immortal man could reign forever. 
See Bom. i. 1-4; Rev. v, 5. 0; xxii. Id. 
The saying in II Sam. vii, 14, “If he 
commit iniquity,” is perplexing as it 
reads in our version, for we know that 
Jesus knew' no sin and did no sin and 
there was no sin in Him. but there 
is good authority for this reading of 
that sentence* “ When iniquity shall 
be laid upon Him,” and that makes 
all clear, for we know that our iniqub 
ties were laid upon Him, and He bare 
our sins in His own body on the tree. 
But, while receiving all possible com­ 
fort concerning our own individual sal­ 
vation from the great truths concern­ 
ing Him and His suffering in our 
stead, we must never forget that He 
suffered also as Israel’s Messiah and 
that through Israel as a nation when 
converted it is the purpose of the Lord 
to bless all nations. 
Read Ps, Ixvil In 
that light and all Is clear. 
We can take individual comfort from 
much of Isa. iii! and xii and similar 
portions, and yet the former will be 
peculiarly Israel’s national confession 
and the latter their national anthem 
when the kingdom comes. 
As David 
hears of the kingdom and his seed to 
sit on his throne forever he is im­ 
pressed with his own nothingness and 
the greatness of Jehovah, who uncon­ 
ditionally covenants to do all 
this 
(verses 10-22; II Sam. vii, 18-20), and 
he can only say, “Do as Thou hast 
said that Thy name may be magnified 
forever” (verses 23. 24). 
Seeing the 
glorious future assured to his people. 
he finds comfort in the fact that God 
has promised it notwithstanding all 
his unworthiness. 
“Thou knowest thy 
servant” (verse IS).

The acquiescence in this 
policy of all th** nations interested has 
been so unhesitating 
and 
emphatic 
that it is hardly worth while to specu­ 
late upon the probable action of the 
United States in case the interests of 
American merchants are placed in jeop­ 
ardy, and how* far th** United States 
would go In the protection of its (’hi­ 
res*' trade, I cannot say. 
It is clear, 
however, that our merchants ar** being 
roused to the importance of the (’hi­ 
res** trade and they would view with 
deep concern any and all political ob­ 
stacles which menace that expansion. 
“This feeling is likely to find expres­ 
sion in the action of the American gov­ 
ernment 
The United States and th*' 
other powers favor the open door, and 
if they are wise they will encourage 
the Empire to take long steps In ad­ 
ministrative and governmental reform. 
tile development of tie- resources 
of 
China, and th** improvement of th e wel­ 
fare of th** people. 
To do tills would 
add to China’s strength and position 
as a self-respecting government and aid 
her In preparing to resist possible for­ 
eign aggression in the s e e k in g of undue 
and 
exclusive proprietary privileges. 
Thus no f reign ald will he required 
to enforce the ripen door an*! the policy 
of equal opportunity for nil.”

The nation’s wealth Is not in 
the 
hands of a few, according to L. G. 
Powers, chief statistician of the census 
bureau at Washington, 
Writing on “The Assets off the United 
States” in the September number of 
the American Journal of Sociology, is­ 
sue*! recently from the University of 
Chicago press, Mr. Powers has the fol­ 
lowing to say of the concentration of 
wealth in America : 
“ If we start with the value of farm s 
and other homes which are known to 
be owned by men of small possessions, |

means, and then add the lowest popular 
estim ates of tin* possessions 
of

millionaires, we have an aggregate far 
In excess of the census appraisal 
of 
national wealth, and 
the 
conclusion 
tinder such circumstances is irresistible 
cither that the census 
estim ates 
are 
ridiculously small or the popular esti­ 
mates of the wealth of our millionaires 
are greatly exaggerated. 
“Tile writer does not find any 
ev i­ 
dence that w ould 
justify 
cl tiler 
the 
statem ent that our national w ealth is 
grossly understated or that our m illion­ 
aires own so large a share of that w ealth 
as to lear** the great majority without 
property.”
